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T he Secret League with France proved. 


I. Y the Treaty managed by the Dutcheſs of Orleans 
between Charles [[. ( her Brother) and Lews XIV, 
1670, publiſhed by the Abbot Primi, in his Hiſtory 
of the War with Holland, with the priviledg of the 
French King : This Treaty expreſly tells us, That the French 
King did. promiſe Charles II, to ſubjeft his Parliament to him, 
and to Eſtabliſh the Romiſh Religion in his Kingdom. But before 
this could be done, the ſaid Dutcheſs told him, the Haughti- 
neſs and Power of the Holanger muſt be brought down. 
2. By the Current of the Deſign throughout all Coleman's 
Letters, which contain nothing elſe but the Conſpiracy of 
the Duke of York, and the Jeſuits, againſt the Government 
and the Proteſtant Religion ;' « For you know, ſays he (1n 
his Letter to.

Both he and the two 
Royal Brothers being cloſly joined together to deſtroy the 
Northern Hereſy, as he in his Letter to Monſieur Za Cheeſe 
allſures us. | 
3. Which Friendſhip with the French Court, is further con- 
firmed by a French Author, who wrote the Life of Turexe, in 
which he brinps.in the Dake of York, lamenting the Death of 
that great Marſhal of France, after this manner ; © Alas! 
(fays the Duke) © the loſsis great to me, In that I am great- 
« ty diſappointed in thoſe great Deſigns 1 have been long me- 
&« ditdting upon, if ever I come to the Crown of England. - 
For the'ſake of which Paſſage, the then Secretary of State of 
Enzland, forbad the printing of that Book which was then 


traullated and prepared for the Preſs. 
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4+ The French Ambaſlador at the Hagne, in a Memorial to 
the States General, Sept. 9. 1618,. peremptorily declares, 
there was ſuch an Alliance between the King his Maſter and 
King Fames [I, as to oblige him to ſuccour him, &c, 

5. Both King Charles II, and King James Il, were ſo enga- 
red with the great Nimrod of France, that though ſeveruþPar- 
liaments of England ſtrugled hard to break the Friendſhip, 
and gave a vaſt Sum .of Mony in order thcreunto, yet all in 
vaine And King Janes II, was ſo eager to follow the French 

_ Meaſures, that aftcr the Defeat of 24onmonth, he declared to 
the Parliament, that for the time to come he would make uſe 
of Popiſh Ofhcers, as well as keep up a ſtanding Army.contra- 
Ty to Law. | 

6. We have had ſufficient Evidences of his Deſigns, by. the 

i care he took to fill his Army with. Iriſh Papilſts,. at the ſame 
time that he disbanded all the Proteſtants that ſerved him in 
Treland, that he might always have an Army at hand in that 
Kingdom, ready to promote. his Popiſh Deſigns in England ; 
which could not be done withont a Secret League with France; 
and without a very expreſs aſſurance of being vigorouſly ſup- 
ported from thence when the nick of time ſhould come.

HEN the Prince of Orange (now our Gra- 
clous King ) his Glorious Expedition, was 
hrit made'known to the late King, he re- 
ſolved to have a Parliament, upon the Be- 


tief that” he ſhould have been intirely Maſter of the Lower 
Houſe, by Reaſon of the Regulations he had made in Corpo- 
rations, in order to his Popiſh Deſigns. But when he was for- 
ced to take other Meaſures, ( as he told the Diſſenters when 
he ſent for them in the time of his Diſtreſs ) in reſtoring the 
"Charters, the Biſhop of London, the Fellows of AMagdalen- 
Colledg, &c.

tholicks excepted) of: the ſame mind, mere Force drove him 
to conſent to Call a Parlzament ;, and when he had again 
conſidered the Conſequences of it, he at laſt reſfolyed to 
throw. up the Crown and Government all at once, rather 
than to ſubmit to all-theſe Hardſhips. | 

He ſeems to have had at the ſame time a fluttering- hope, 
that ( 1.) We ſhould never be ableiong'to agree, after he had 
madeit impollible for us to have a Legal Parliament, by burn- 
ing the Writs. (2,)*That the Church of England Principles 
would,” when the fear and diſorder was over, form for him 
a potent Army in the Nation. And (3.) That the French 
King would lend him potent Forces, and good ſtore of 
Mony ; and if he recovered the Throne by force, he ſhou'd 
be freed of all theſe. Miſeries, and have what he only 
wanted | before, a Popiſh Amy, to- 1g{ure the Slavery of 
England for ever.

Now I would deſire thoſe Proteſtants, who pretend, now

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Now ſuppoſe. the Prince had ſuffered hin to continue at 
Whitebal, and to call a Third Par:iament, what aſſurance 
could he have given, that in the end of another forty days 

we ſhould ndt have the ſame trick yiy's us, and then in 
March or April have been lefr in the ſame ſtate of Confuſion 
we were in in December, to the certain Ruin of theſe three 
Kingdoms, and Holland into the bargain. And when all had: 
been done, the Scruples would have been the ſame they are 
now, the Obligations of the Oath of Allegiance the ſame, 
and the ſin of Nepoſing a Lawful Prince, who reſolved to dos 
the Nation no Right, would have bcen much greater and 
more fcandalous, than barely to take him at his Word ; and 
lince he had left the Throne empty, when he needcd not, to- 
reſolve he ſhould aſcend it no more. 

Laitly, Suppoſe the Prince had been Expelled: by the 
King, Would the King bave then granted us what he would 
n6t grant us now ? Would he not have Disbanded his Pro. 
reſtant Army, and have kept the 1riſþ Forces in- Pay, and 
have every day encreaſed them ? What Reſpect would he. 
ever after. this have ſhewn to the Englsſb Laws, Religion or 
Liberties, when he had had no longer any thing to fear ? The 
memory of what happened after the Monmouth defeat, (though 
effeted only by Church of England Men) will certainly never 
be forgotten by others, whatever the Bigots of this ſort 
of Loyalty may pretend or ſay. 

F hat Expreſſion of the Lord ChurchiPs,in his Letter, [That 
he could no longer joyn with Self-interefied Men, who had framed. 
Deſigns. againſt Hu Majeſty's trme Intereſt, ana- the Proteſtant Re- 
kigion, to give a pretence by Conqueſt to bring them to. effe(t | 
ought to be ſericully conſidered by all the Proteſtants of the 
Nation : This one Argument prevailed upon him, when he 
ran the hazard of his Life, Reputation and Fortunes ; and 
now they are all on the other 'tide, I ſhoyld conſider very ſe- 
rioully, if ] were one of them, what Anſwer I could make

For my part I am:amazed fo ſce Men fcruple the ſubmitting:

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War, he had ; and that creates a Right td the thing gained 
by it : the King by withdrawing and disbanding his Army, 
yielded him the Throne ; and if he had, without any more 
Ceremony, aſcendcd it, he had done no more than all other 
Princes do on the like occaſions; and when the King after + 
this was taken and brought back by force, he was no longer 
then bound to conſider him, as one that was, but as-one that. 
had been King of England; and in that capacity he treated 
him vith great __ and Civility, how much ſoever. the. 
King complained of it, who did not enough conſider what 
he had done to draw upon himſelf that uſage. 

But when all is ſaid that can be ſaid, there may poſlibly be 
ſome Men to whom may be applied the Saying of Foab, Thon- 
loyeſt thine Enemies, and hateſt thy Friends , for thou haſt dz- N 
clared this day, that thou regardeſt neither Princes, nor Servants ;

Had a Prince of leſs Secreſy, Prudence, Courage and Inte- 
reſt than the Prince of Orange,undertaken this buſineſs, it might 
probably have miſcarried : but as his Cauſe was better, ſo his 
Reputation, Conduct, and Patience infinitely exceeded theirs ; 


he;would not-ſtir till he ſaw the French Forces ſet down before 
Philipshour2h, and then he was ſure France and Germany were 


Irrevocably. 


HE true Reaſons of the Swiſtneſs of this Change may 
ealily be aſſigned by ſhewing the Temper and Deſigns 
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irrevocably ingaged in a War, and conſequently he ſhould 
have no other oppoſition than what the 1riſh and Engliſh Roman 
Catholicks could make againſt him. For no Erxgliſh Proteſtant

and unacquainted with our Temper as well as Conſtitution 
would ever have hoped to have carried two ſuch things as Po- 
D2ry and Abitrary Power, both at once upon ſo jealous a Na- 
tion as the Engliſh is, which hates them above any other People 
inthe World. 

The cruel ſlaughter they had: made of the poor wretches 
they took after the defeat at Bridg-water ought ro have made 
them for ever deſpair of gaining any credit with the Difſenters, 
who rarely forgive, but never forget any ill treatment. Per 
theſe lictle Polzrzco*s had fo little ſenſe as to build all their 
hopes on the Gratitude and Inſenſibility of theſe Men; as if 
they ſhould for Liberty of Conſcience, arbitrarily and illegally 
granted, and conſequently reyocable at the will of the Gran- 
ter, have ſold themſclves to everlaſting Slavery. . 

They were equally miſtaken: in their carriage towards the 
Church of England party, for when ſome of them had purſued | 
both Clergy and Laity with the utmoſt obloquy, hatred, op- - 
preſlion and contempt to the very moment . they found the 
Dutch ſtorm would fall upon them. Then all at- oace they 
paſled to the other extream, the Biſhops are preſently ſent : 
for, the-Government intirely to be put into thetr hands; and 
all Places, Preiles and Papers filPd with the Encomians of the - 
Church of England's Loyalty* and Fidelity, who but three . 
days before were Male-contents, if not Rebels and Traytors, - 


for oppoſing the Kings Diſpenſing Power, and the Led: 
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cal Commiſſion. And which was the height of folly, the 
ſame Pen which had been hired to defame and blacken the 
Chyrch of England (the Anthor of the Publick Occurrences 
truly ſtated) was ordered to magnify its Loyalty. By which 
they gained nothing but the intire and abſolute diſobliging 
the whole Proteſtant party in the Nation, ſo that for the fu- 
ture no Body would ſerve or truſt them. 

Tocompleat their folly and madneſs they perſwaded the 
"King to throw up the Government, and retire into France, 
pretending we would never be able to agree amongſt our 
ſelves, but wouldin-a ſhort time be forced to recal him, and 
yield to all thoſe things we had fo violently oppoſed; or if not, 
he might yet at leaſt force us to ſubmit by the Succours he 
might gain in France, without ever conſidering how poſli- 
ble it was we might agree, and how difficult it would be to 
force us by a French Army, which was equally contrary to the 
Intereſt of England, and all'Exrope beſides, and to all intents 
and purpoſes deſtruſtive of the Intereſt of that Prince they 
pretended thus to exalt and re-eſtabliſh. 

Had France been now in Peace, there might yet have been 
ſame colour for this; but when all Exrope was under a neceſli- 
ty to unite againſt himfor its own preſervation, then to per- 
{wade the King of Great Britain to deſert his Throne, and fly 
thither for ſuccour, upon hopes of recovering his Kingdoms 
again 'by the aſfiſtance of the French (the mortal and heredi- 
tary Enemies of the Enghſb) this was ſo ſilly a Project, that 
there ſeems to have been ſomething of a Divine Infatuation 
10 it. 

However certainly no rational Man will think that all the 
Princes of Exrope would fit ſtill and ſuffer the French King to 
conquer Britzay, under pretence of reſtoring James the Second 
to that Throne which he had abandon'd, becauſe” he could 
not bring the Prince of Oranga (their Allie) and all his Prote- 
ſtant Subjects to his own Terms. . 

And yetif none of them ſhould interpoſe but the Hollan- 
ders alone, the Enghſh and Dutch Fleets being united would 
render the landing a French Army ſo difficult and uncertain, 
that it would be next door to madneſs to truſt one to their 
Navy, which is ſo much inferior to either of the others ſingly 


taken. : So 
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So that all things conſidered, either Fames tut Clu... +, __ 
to have Itayed at home and have made as good terms as he 
could wich the Prince of Orange, and his own: Subjects : Or 
if he would have abandon'd his Kingdoms, he ought to have 
deſpaired of any reſtitution, and have hetaken himſelf to a 
private Life as Chrifina Queen of Sweden did. |

to our Nativn we may learn from our Comitry- men, who 
after having loſt all but, their Lives, have been forced to tice 
over to us for Shelter and Proteftion. I ſhall not add any 
other conſideration' to perſwade my Country-men to defend 
their King, _ Queen, and the whole Proteſtant Succellion, 
their Live:, Liberties, Priviledges and R-:igton, becaulc this 
alone 1s ſufficient.

If your 
Majeſty had rather given Credit to the Friendly Remonſtran- 
ces that were made' yen, by our late Envoy, the Count de

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- --+ v.41 You and your People, to gain ther. by an Op- 
portunity.to inſult the more ſecurely over the reſt of Chri- 
ftendom. And if yuur Majeſty had put a ſtop, by your Force 
and Authority,” to their many InfraGiors of- the Peace, of 
which by the T reaty at Nimegen you are made the Guarantee, 
and to tht end entred into Conſultations with us, and ſach 
others as have the like juſt Sentiments in this matter; We 
are verily perſwaded that by this means you ſhould have in a 
great meaſure qulieted the Minds of vour People, which were 
jo much exaſperated through their averſion to our Religion, 
and the publick Peace had been preſerved as well in your 
Kingdoms as here in the Roman Empire. But now we refer 
It even to your Majelty, toJjudg what condition we can be 
in to afford you any Alſiitance, we being not only engaged 
in a War with the Turks, bet finding our ſelves at the ſame 
tire unjuſtly and barbarouſly Attacked by the Freneh, con- 
trary to, and againſt the Faith of Treatics, they then reckon- 
ing th.mſetves ſecure of England. And this ought not to be _ 
concealed ; that the greateſt Injuries which have been done to 
our Religion have flowed from no other than the French them- 
leivesz who not only elteem it lawiul for them, to make 
Prehdious Leagues with the ſworn Enemies of the Holy Crols, 
tending to the delitruCtion both of us and of the - whole Chri- 
{tian World, in order to the checking our Endeavours 
which were undertaken for the Glory of God, and to [top 
thoſe Succeſſes which it bath pleaſed Almighty God to 
give us hitherto ; but further have heaped one T reachery 
ppon another, even within the Empire it ſelf. The Cities 
of the Empire which were ſurrendered upon Articles, 
figned by the Dolphin himſelf. have been exhauſtcd by exceilive 
lmpolitions; end after their bzing exhauſted have been Plund- 
ered, and after Plundering-have been burned and razed. The 
Palaces of Prices, which 1n all times, and even in the molt 
deſtructive Wars, have been preſerved, are now burnt down 
to the Ground. The Churches are robbed, and ſuch as ſub- 
mitted themſelves to them, are in a molt Parbarous manner, 
carried away as Slaves. In ſhort. it is become a Diverhon to 
them to commit all manner of inſolences and Cruelties in many 
places, but chiefly in Catholick Countries, exceeding the 

Cruelties 
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Crueltics of the Turks themſelves : which having impoſed an 
abſolute neceility upon us to ſecure our ſelves a.:d the Holy 
Roman Empire, by the beſt means we ca:: think on, and that 
no leſs againit them than againſt the Turks; We promiſe our 
ſelves from your jultice ready aſlent to this, That it ought not 
to be imputed to us, if we end:arour to procure, by a jult 
War, that ſecurity ro our ſelves which we cou!d not hitherto 
obtain by ſo many Treaties ;, a..d that in order t9 the obtain- 
ing thereof, We take meaſures for our, mutual Defence and 
P:eſervation, with all thuſe who are equally concerned in the 
ſame Deſign with us. It remains that we beg of God that he 
would direc all things to his Glory, and that he would grant 
your Majeſty true and ſolid Comforts under thi your great Ca- 
lamity ; we embrace you with tender Aﬀections of a Brother.

After which, the Coronation-Oath was tendred to Their 
Majeſties, which the Earl of Argyle, ſpoke- word by word 
diltintly, and the King and Queen repeated it YEA him 
holding Their Right Hands up after - the manner of taking 
Oaths in Scotland. * | 5: 

The Meeting of the Eſtates of Scotland did Authorize their 
Commiſſioners to repreſent to His Majeſty, "That that Clauſe 
in the/Oath in relation to the rooting out of Hereticks&id not 
import the deſtroying of Hereticks ; And that by the Law of 
Scotland no Man was to be perſecuted for his private Opinion 
And even Obſtinate and Convidted Hereticks were only to 
be denounced Rebels or Outlawed, whereby their Moveable 
Eſtates 'are Confiſcated, . His Majeſty at the repeating that 
Clauſe in the Oath, Did declare, that He did not mean by theſe 
words, That Hl was under any Obligation to become '@ Perſecutor. 
To which the Commiſſioners made Anſwer, That neither the 
meaning of the Oath, or the Law of Scotland did import it. Then 
the King replyed,, That He took.the Oath in that Senſe, and 
called for Witneſſes the Commiſſioners and others preſent, And then 
both Their Majeſties Signed the ſaid Coronation-Oath.
